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The objection to the specification under 35 U.S. C. 112, first paragraph, is maintained 
and incorporated herein because it does not provide an enabling disclosure for the process 
claimed in (new) claims 21-35. To overcome this objection the Applicant needs to point out 
where in the specification and drawings said claims are enabled. A review of the specification 
5 does not show where the enabling text is for these claims and the drawings do not show the 
process now claimed. 

Claims 21-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, for the reasoning 

found in the objection to the specification under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

Claims 21-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 

10 for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which the Applicant 

regards as the invention. These claims are rendered in definite because of the non-enablement 

of them by the specification which leads to more than one interpretation of the claims. 

Claims 16, 17 and 18 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Applicant's arguments filed June 20, 199^ have been fully considered but they are not 

15 deemed to be persuasive for reasons given above for claims 21-35. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new grounds of rejection. Accordingly, THIS 
ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP 706.07(a). Applicant is reminded of the extension 
of time policy as set forth in 37 C.F.R. 1.136(a).
